I was privileged to have seen the Clyde 
Litch Benefit T.T. on New Year's Day. 

It was heart warming to see how the 
motorcycle fraternity will respond when 
one of “their own” needs assistance, It 
was gratifying indeed to see the Cycle 
News Staffers, AMA Officials, Roxy and 
all the others involved puton suchagreat 
show and for such a worthy cause — and 
knowing that all hands were giving freely 
their time and effort. 

The only blight on an otherwise de- 
lightful afternoon came when the little 
man in the white coat came running up to 
me, as I parked my bike, on arriving at 
the track and informed me that bike park- 
ing was 756.

REPLY TO BILL BLAKESLEE 

You have made many statements, I would 
like to correct a few. First, Pepperell 
did not pay $2500 in start and prize 
money, they paid $3100. However, they 
paid only for seven Europeans, with the 
rest being given to them for free, Inter- 
national Moto-Cross also gave the two 
leading riders of the series $450 out of 
the pocket as a goodwill gesture to help 
easterners follow the series, 

Pepperell did not pay any prize money 
to the top five riders in the International 
Series. The riders rode six Moto-Cross 
events in a period of four hours andas a 
result they have rebelled against this 
form of racing in the future. 

In the west, promoters paid $4100 start 
money and in some cases in the far west 
$4600, plus $600 prize money for the top 
five European team riders, plus $260 
goodwill money at Westlake forademon- 


stration race at the end of the event; plus 
$900 in prize money to American riders, 
plus trophies for Saturday junior riders. 
This comes to a total of $6460 not to 
mention $100 or so other expenses, like 
$1200 for protection, 

The riders who pre-entered paid $10 
entry fee, for this they received two free 
passes worth $7.00 and $2.50 Rider Med- 
ical Insurance. So they actually paid 50¢ 
for the privilege of riding. By the way, do 
the other events you ride have insurance 
for you or does the money go into a 
club treasury? 

The object here is to promote racing, 
and if you have any constructive criti- 
cism or suggestion I welcome them, I’ 
give you a good idea, why not start the 
Bill Blakeslee Moto-Cross Series and 
pay out all this big money you talk about? 
I will guarantee you a team of four riders 
myself. We have here in the United 
States room for many hundreds of events 
and I wish you every success in your 
endeavor, 

When you start your series be pre- 
pared to have one full time secretary to 
handle your mail and then you will be- 
come aware of the cost of letter writing, 
something like $2.50 per answer,

Legislative Notebook 


We are saddened by the death early 
New Year’s Day of State Senator George 
Miller, Jr., of Martinez. Senator Miller 
served twenty years in the California 
Legislature and for the last several 
years of his life was Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee. 

One of the most powerful figures in 
state politics, his untimely death cut 
Short a career-which seemed destined to 
lead to even greater accomplishments. 
As Chairman of Senate Finance he had 
the last word on every measure which 
involved money, He knew the business of 
legislation well and had the courage to 
speak his convictions with unusual clar- 
ity. He will long be remembered for his 
humorous and perceptive comments on 
the state of the political art, 

Though he was a democrat, he never 
strictly followed party lines but com- 
bined the best elements of both the liberal 
and conservative viewpoints toward the 
needs of the state. His loss will be keen- 
ly felt for a long time to come. 

We, as motorcycle people, remember 
him best for stopping the helmet bill in 
its tracks in 1967. His was the very last 
committee the bill had to pass tobecome 
the law of California, After we explained 
our objections to compulsory helmets he 
understood and agreed with us. 

At the hearing Assemblyman Foran 


explained with great solemnity that the 
Federal Government would withhold 
highway funds if the helmet bill were not 
passed, emphasizing the great money 
loss that California would suffer. 

“Do you mean to tell me," Chairman 
Miller demanded in his gravelly voice, 
*«that if we don't make these people wear 
helmets, the Federal Government is 
going to take forty million dollars away 
from California?'* 

‘That’s correct.” Mr, Foran replied, 
smiling...believing he had made a major 
point in his battle, 

“Then let them go hang!" Miller 
thundered back, ‘‘We don’t need their 
money,”’ 

Later in the hearing he suggested 
with a wink, *«Maybe we should just print 
a warning on the side of every motor- 
cycle — Caution: Motorcycle riding may 
be hazardous to your health,” 

When Foran tried to bring the bill up 
for reconsideration, hoping to sneak it 
through without opposition, Senator Mil- 
ler called to advise us of the plot. ** You'd 
better be here, he's going to try again." 

Last year the helmet legislation was 
stopped long before it reached his com- 
mittee but it was a greatcomfortto know 
that Senator Miller stood in the path of 
its ultimate progress. 

We have lost a brilliant legislator, a 
powerful ally and a good friend.

brother. The first competition he entered 
was a 50-mile desert race seven months 
ago, He rode his dad’s trail bike. 

Kelly was unable to complete the race 
that time. Just as he was finishing the 
first ten miles, somebody ran him off 
the course and in the spill the shifting 
lever of his bike broke. 

That experience, especially on one’s 
first race, would have discouraged some 
other kids, but not Kelly, 

At this time, the kids had seen only the 
trail and desert varieties of competition, 
So one day, their dad decided to bring 
them to a road race, They liked the sleek 
road machines and the speed with which 
they were driven on the circuit. Their 
father had to buy a road machine a few 
days later, When the next road race was 
run, Kelly was in it.

On Kelly’s second race, he rode a 
250cc Yamaha, formerly owned by Don 
Vesco, Kelly managed to finish in the top 
10, which was remarkable, considering 
that it was his first road race and that it 
was a tough class competition where 
most of the professional riders parti- 
cipate. 

Kelly went on to more races after that, 
and would have garnered more honors had 
not an accident stopped him, He was 
competing in a 12-hour endurance race 
at Willow Springs when he was hit by a 
bike going 70 mph, The impact threwhim 
300 feet and he sustained a broken collar 
bone, 

At this writing, Kelly is still recuper- 
ating from his injury. Heplans togo back 
to the tracks as soonas his doctor allows 
him to, According to his mother, he could 
hardly wait to start riding again, 

But while Kelly’s star has temporarily 
gone down, that of his brother, Pat has 
risen dramatically in the lastfew months, 

Pat’s first attempt to compete in a 
trail bike race was a disappointment, He 
was on a trail bike but his tires were not 
regulation, He was disqualified, 

His third try at racing was both a 
painful and exhilirating experience. In 
this race he took a spill at 60 miles per 
hour and skinned one of his hips. Never- ° 
theless, he finished second in the 100cc 
main event, thus making up for his 
earlier failures, 


Teen Road Racers Ride To Win 


On his next race, Pat took the second 
place once more. But after that he would 
settle for nothing but the first, At this 
writing, Pat has nine straight main event 
wins at the California Road Race Circuit 
on a 100cc Yamaha — an outstanding 
record for a 5-foot-two, 82-pound boy 
competing with full-grown men as old 
as his father. 

His latest win was at Riverside on 
December 15, This was Pat's most diffi- 
cult race because it wasraining, Earlier 
that same day, the kid hada spill. He was 
a little wary in subsequent races. Never-

theless he was able to stick by his record 
just the same, 

In explaining the riding techniques of 
Pat, his father said: “He goes as fastas 
the other riders on the straights, but 
where most slow down on the corners, 
he goes through faster.” 

The Evans boys’ successes in motor- 
cycle racing at an early age have been 
mainly made possible by their father, a 
one-time race car driver himself, A big 
help too is Don Vesco with tutoring, and 
assistance in preparing the bikes for 
racing. 

So they would better respect their rac- 
ing machines, the Evans’ do their own 
repair and maintenance. At their home at 
Lorena Lane in El Cajon, the Evans have 
their own shop with more than $12,000 
worth of racing machines and parts. 

Dale Evans has high hopes for his kids 
in the racing world. Their immediate 
goal is Daytona for which the boys have 
been preparing intensively.

Apparently, someone in this country sent 
a telegram to the Greeves factory stating 
that the Dirt Diggers event wasaninter- 
national event, and was sanctioned as 
such, and signed MICUS' name to it- 
which could explain a great deal of the 
problem which has arisen. Until this 
matter is settled, there is nothing more 
we can bring out at this time concerning 
the situation. 

Also, Pm very disappointed that Мг. 
Nicholson did not send MICUS a copy of 
his letter of protest to the FIM concern- 
ing the Wade situation. We found our copy 
of the FIM's reply to Mr. Nicholson's 


protest rather humorous, I should say 
«How does it feel to be verbally spank- 
ed?" Especially, when you're aware that 
you have violated one of the basic rules 
of any association (that a professional 
rider who enters an event, is accepted 
and offered start money, must appear in 
that event and not ride another.) 

We have tried to cool this situation off 
as much as possible as far as the FIM 
and the ACU are concerned, We have dis- 


'eussed it here in our column because of 


all the verbal inquiries as well as the 
letters to the editor. For some reason, 
this matter keeps coming up, and truly, 
the only one who will really be hurt is 
Mr. Wade; certainly the distributor in 
the United States for Greeves motor- 
cycles will not be reprimanded in 
any way.

This too differs 
from previous years and makes us won- 
der about the lucky ones who can afford 
to bring two scooters out every Sunday 
(say a 100 and a 250 ora 21" and a 650), 
riding two classes and receiving points 
for their best finish, It looks like this is 
a “no no” if anyone wants to make 
something out of it. 

The penalties section is also interest- 
ing. Get caught with a piston exceeding 
the allowable limitation and it’s a 30 day 
suspension, a $25 fine and return of any 
trophies won with the machine that day. 
The owner of the bike gets suspended for 
a full year, If you’re itchy about them 
measuring your little jewel and say no, 
you’re out for a year. 

The offenses section gets even worse, 
and should give some food for thought 
amongst a small minority of our group; 
there are clauses about riding with phony 
names, bribes and attempting toarrange 

the finish of races or to interfere in the 
actual competition between the riders in 
an event, 

Anyhow, we suggest that all clubs send 
their $1.25 to Worthington and geta copy 
of the Sportsman Rules, so their referee 
can have one; it saves a lot of trouble if 
one is available when problems arise.

While lying around the fireplace toasting your toes 


this winter why not start making thatdream cycle trip 


a reality? It needn't be as expensive as you think if 
you use a little ingenuity tocutexpenses where you can, 

My brother Tim and I decided to get away from 
Kerman near Fresno, California to see what there was 
to see. On our meager student budgets, we decided 
not to take a tent, Inquiries had led us to believe the 
weather would be good on our circular tour of seven 
western states. 

Our decision was influenced by the fact that space 
was scarce, especially since our own six and a half 
foot frames filled the seating capacity completely. 
But just in case, we did carry three five-foot by 
seven-foot sheets of plastic for emergencies. 

Front and rear turn signals made of 3/4 inch elec- 
trical conduit were added to make in-town navigation 
safer and easier. The total cost was $12, a cheap price 
to keep some aggressive motorist off your back. 

Nearly all our gear was packed into surplus canvas 
back packs of convenience, The two packs — one with 
cookware, the other with toiletries, plus a chain to 
lock up the bike — were attached tothe top of the front 
turn signals and tied back against the bottom of the 
windshield. 

Another good and convenient place to carry things 
is on top of the gas tank, You can buy leather touring 
bags for mouting on the top of the tank. Some of these 
have a nifty little map window in the top to hold a map 
of the area you're traveling in, These bags are well 
worth the price and some can be quickly detached from 
the tank and carried with you. 

However, not feeling that a map window was worth 
the possible risk of running off the road, and not being 
able to afford one in the first place, I made mine out 
of heavy canvas. 

This gave room to carry an extra bike chain, a 
first aid kit, two pair of motorcycle gloves, sunglasses, 
wallets, Chap Stick (which I highly recommend, since 
there is nothing as bothersome as dry and cracking 
lips), and a large assortment of maps in a pocket in 
the lid or flap. 

The flap was zippered around all but one side. 
Total cost was less than two dollars, and it included 
a soft cloth liner. Since my Triumph TR6 came with a 
tank-mounted rack, I secured the bag to this. 


Low Back Rest 


A back rest was added to the luggage rack to make 
my passenger a little more comfortable. It was kept 
low to make getting off easy in case we dumped the 
bike. This was made out of a small section of conduit 
with appropriate bends, a piece of plywood with some 
foam padding glued to itand covered with vinyl plastic. 
The whole unit was then bolted to the rack. 

This kept ‘‘little’’ brother from leaning directly 
against the load and pushing itbackward, and gave him 
some much-needed back support, After an overall 
check of the bike and a tune-up we were ready to go. 

We got a late start on August 5, our first day on the 
road. We only made it to Yosemite from Fresno, But 
that first night we began to appreciate the two-burner 
gas stove we’d taken, We’d ridden late into the day and 
it was almost dark before we pulled into our camp. 

Fortunately we didn’t have to fumble around in the 
dark gathering fire wood at this hour; we simply got

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out the stove. The stove proved well worth the extra 
height it added to the paraphenalia on the back. 

While in the kitchen department, it’s worth men- 
tioning the one pound, two pound, and three pound cof- 
fee cans with wire handles attached. Place inside one 
another, the total space involved is only that of a three 
pound can, With these and a skillet we handled all our 
cooking and washing chores. 

To carry larger amounts of water I used a device 
that is free if you find one. It’s the milk container 
used in coin-operated vending machines. A two- 
layered plastic bag with screw-on cap, it has a long, 
flexible, small diameter plastic spout, 

Unscrew the cap, pour in as much as five gallons 
of water, replace the threaded cap and tie a knot in the 
plastic spout, Presto — you have a large supply of 
water. When empty fold it up and pack it away. 

As our immediate goal was the Grand Tetons via 
Salt Lake City, we got an early startthe next morning. 
Nevada is a pretty barren state, After the first few 
hours of sage brush boredom sets in. 

As the day wears on motorcyclists face a real 
problem. A combination of monotony, the steady blast 
of warm afternoon air in the face and the continuous 
drone of the engine, provide the makings ofa disaster. 

The eye lids begin to get heavy and before you 
know it, you’re almostina trance. Before this happens, 
stop the bike, get off and walk around, Freshen up a 
bit to break the monotony. Otherwise you may become 
a road marker or hood ornament, 


Looking Around | 

A good place for a break in Nevada is near Ely. 
Five or six miles northwest of Ely is the small mining 
town of Ruth. Here is one of the largest open-pit cop- 
per mines in the world. 

As we stood on the edge of the gigantic hole, look- 
ing down at the ant-like equipment, we admired the 
beautiful orange and yellow tints of the rocks and soil 
in this man-made wonder. 

Time went fast from Ely to Wendover and across 
the 40 miles of salt flats into the Mormon city. Temple 
Square in the heartof the cityisa must for any travel- 
er in the area of Salt Lake City. Tours of the grounds 
and Tabernacle are given every half hour, A beautiful 
visitor’s center and the calm and friendly atmosphere 
add up to make it an interesting and relaxing visit. 

We headed north from Salt Lake City, through 
Logan Canyon and on to Idaho on one of the most 
scenic sections of the trip. From the town of Logan, 
the road winds down hill through green valleys and 
grain farms all the way to Bear Lake, Idaho. Scattered 
throughout the hills are long-abandoned log cabins. 

Late the fourth day we had reached the Snake 
River in Montana and were heading north toward the 
Grand Tetons. There is no mistaking these monarchs; 
their jagged and snow-clad peaks stand high above the 
surrounding countryside. 

Since it was late when we reached the Tetons, we 
headed directly for a camp ground at the Gros Ventre 
Landside, one of the largest earth movements in the 
world. This slide is just east of the Tetons and is well 
worth the short ride. 

Much to our disappointment, the following day was 
overcast. Clouds hung low around the mountains, hiding 
the peaks. A light drizzle fell as we rode north past 
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Shurstring 


beautiful Jackson Lake and on to Yellowstone. 

Leaving the Tetons the road straightened out but 
the rain started falling harder and traffic increased, 
The road appeared to be covered with a low layer of 
fog as rain bounced off the ground and the warm ex- 
haust from the cars rose in frontofus, After entering 
the park we stopped to dry off at the village of West 
Thumb on the bank of Yellowstone Lake and visited 
with two cyclists from Southern California, 

We soon headed east from Yellowstone toward 
Cody, Wyoming, hoping it wouldn't be raining there. 
Near Cody we broke enough spokes in the rear wheel 
to make further travel impossible. A farmer was kind 
enough to let us store the bike in his barn over night. 
That evening we ordered some spokes from Great 
Falls, Montana and considered the possible causes 
of the break-down. 

It was apparently due to three things. One: my lack 
of concern over one broken spoke at the start of the 
trip. Two: the weight on the bike (about 600 pounds). 
And Three: several rough sections of road. 

We spent two rainy but interesting days in Cody, 
exploring the museums and enjoying the western at- 
mosphere. The spokes came the next day and later 
that afternoon we were ready to go and planning an 
early start. 

The next day was one of the most beautiful we’d 
had. The air was clean and the sky clear. Within an 
hour we were back in Yellowstone for the first of two 
wonderful days. Yellowstone is unbelievable in its 
variety. 

It offers the visitor everything from its famous hot 
springs, boiling pools, mud volcanoes, geyers and 
steam vents to animals and deep, intricately-carved 
canyons, The Grand Canyon of the Yellowstone is the 
granddaddy of them all, 

The campgrounds are large and are almostalways 
full during the summer months. I recommend ‘‘rough- 
ing it" and driving outside the park where overnight 
facilities are more readily available. Firewood was 
supplied free and movies shown every night at West 
Yellowstone. We'd purchased a Golden Eagle, asticker 
allowing entry into all Federal parks. 

The cost of seven dollars was covered by the num- 
ber of times we entered Yellowstone alone, not to 
mention several other parks on the trip. Unfortunate- 
ly, ve heard it may be discontinued after March of 
1969, 

The park roads are excellent and with their large, 
sweeping curves. With a heavy throttle hand it's easy 
to get into trouble, especially with all those four- 
wheeled monsters stopped on the road while their 
passengers admire the abundance of wildlife and 
magnificent scenery. 

Occasionally we see a bear, paws on a car's side, 
peering in atthe occupants safely behind their windows. 
However, since we aren't enthusiastic about seeing his 
teeth close up or shaking his paw, we ease out to the 
left around the cars in front and soon are on our way 


We didn't find ourselves envying the car drivers 
when it came to parking. They had tolook far and wide 
for parking spots at points of interest — which is most 
of the park. We could always find a place to squeeze 


into. 
We got a good, concentrated look at Yellowstone in 


two days, before it began to rain again. Once again we 


were on our way, trying to outrun the rain, heading 
north from West Yellowstone. Soon the road joins and 
follows the Madison River as it meanders through the 
rolling plains and around the table top mountains that 
jut from the country side. Farther north, the green 
grasslands faded into dry plains and farmlands, then 
barren, undeveloped land. As we neared the Idaho 
border these drylands began to show welcome tints of 
green again, but unfortunately the occasional thunder- 
showers of Montana changed to steady rain. 

This can be miserable, especially in the higher 
altitudes. We found it necessary to devise something to 
protect our legs from the rain and cold. Cutting up 
one of our smaller pieces of plastic, we made chaps 
for our legs out of it. We cutthese as big as possible, 
giving enough to wrap around each leg, from the ankle 
up to the knee, and tied it with shoe strings, or what- 
ever was handy. We now had a virtually water and 
wind proof protection for the most vulnerable part of 
our legs. 

The rain began persisting into the nights and since 
we had no shelter, we began using picnic tables. We 
simply draped some plastic over the top. This gave us 
quite satisfactory protection, somewhat cramped but 
fairly waterproof. 

Imagine the two of us under a table trying to un- 
dress and crawl into our sleeping bags— mummy bags 
at that. If it wasn’t the cobb webs, it was somebody’s 
chewing gum, but it was dry and well worth the trouble 
once we were squared away. 

One morning we just lay there, listening to the early 
morning rain, hating to have to get out in it, yet 
anxious to get on our way. After a while we peeked 
out, and saw happily that it wasn’t rain at all, buta 
near by creek we’d forgotten about. х 

To prevent the moisture and vibration from ruining 
our cameras and film, I lined a surplus 30 caliber 
ammunition box with foam rubber to fit them snugly. 
The case is completely moisture and dust proof and 
the foam padding absorbs vibration, keeping all those 
goodies inside the camera from rattling out of place, 

Moisture did cause one problem. The plywood 
board for our rack was coming unglued and warping. 
A few strategically-placed nuts and bolts saved the 
day, and the board, To avoid this Pd recommend using 
a marine plywood. 

To the back of our board we bolted a wooden tool 
box just the right distance to allow our stove to wedge 
in between it and the back rest bolted to the front of 
the rack, This kept everything secure and prevented it 
from slipping backward. The box in back made the 
tools readily available for us. 

To hold the load securely in place, we cut an inner- 
tube into sections, making rubber bands approximate- 
ly one and a half inches wide and eight inches long. 
Several of these bands were then looped together to 
form three tie downs several feet long. This was all 
that was used to hold on the rack-mounted items dur- 
ing the entire trip.

We sped on through Idaho, its green forests and 
cold, wet weather to Spokane and momentary sunshine. 
The tree-lined roads of Idaho’s northern section gave 
way to a more sparsely-forested countryside of east 
Spokane, As we continued west through dry rolling, 
straw-colored grain fields an occasional bright red 
barn with white-rimmed windows shared the country- 
side with the shadows of passing clouds, Crossing the 
Columbia River and passing through Wenatchee, we 
headed toward Seattle, 

The sky clouded over as we continued toward the 
coast, Soon we were riding in a continuous drizzle, 
The amount of vegetation that grew along the road 
came as no surprise — forests with tall trees covered 
with many years growth of moss, and waistdeep ferns 
covering the ground, 

We had hoped to see the Olympic National Park in 
northwestern Washington but poor weather conditions 
caused us to skip it — this time, We had read much 
about its beautiful rainforests and glaciers but some- 
how these didn't appeal to us now. 

The thought of buying rain suits entered my mind 
many times, but I always hoped we'd soon reach better 
weather, The cost of a good rain suit at the time was 
prohibitive. However I’d suggest you shop around and 
buy some good-quality, durable, rain protection before 
you go on any trip. I’ve since found out that you can be 
pretty comfortable in cold or rainy weather with 
such apparel, 

Anxious to head southand toward sunnier weather, 
we made tracks toward Longview, just north of Port- 
land, Oregon, We spent another night under a picnic 
table in what would have to be the closest imitation to 
a rainforest imaginable. The trees dripped moisture 
when it wasn’t raining, The moss and vegetation were 
the thickest here of anywhere we’d been on the whole 
trip. 

The two-burner stove was more than earning its 
extra weight and space. Granted, it was big and bulky, 
but have you ever triedtolight wet wood with a match? 
Ideally, one or two single burner stoves would be best, 
thus eliminating a lot of the weight and bulk of the two- 
burner unit. We used my brother’s Boy Scout back pack 
to keep the sleeping bags in, They stayed completely 
dry throughout some pretty wet weather. 


Next morning we headed east from Longview along 
the northern bank of the Columbia River, past large 
sea-faring ships, great log jams floating to the river- 
side log mills and people fishing for sturgeon, As the 
road meandered toward the coast ana momentary sun- 
shine, the ferns and moss faded. The lastfour miles to 
Astoria were across a toll bridge at the mouth of the 
Columbia River. Needless to say, the view was well 
worth the dollar fee. 

The wind that was apparently blowing the fog from 


the shores here, leaving us a bright day, was also 
blowing fog into the shore as we headed south, Our 
make-shift leg protectors were now badly ripped by the

we kept them, 

The roads were clean and the air crisp as we 
went through Salem and on toward Bend, Westof Bend, 
a broken stream of logging trucks with their tendency 
to occasionally straighten out the wet curves made 
things a bit unnerving. But neither this, nor the rain, 
could obscure the beauty of this state. 


Dark Clouds 


Broken clouds and dry breezes increased our 
hopes for good weather, although the cold left some 
doubt. At the Crater Lake turn-off, we saw clouds, 
dark clouds, in the direction we were now traveling. 
Heading toward the northern entrance of the park, we 
saw white stuff on the trees farther ahead. Snow! 

As our first chaps had given way to the wind, it 
was time to make new ones, We cutour two plastic air 
mattresses in two and wrapped a halfaround each leg. 
Since these were double thickness, they protected our 
legs from the biting cold, and were strong. 

As it had been snowing here for threedays it was 
quite cold. Soon the windshield was covered with snow, 
and only some fast wiping kept my glasses from 
icing over, 

When we finally reached the rim village, we dis- 
mounted and headed inside. We must have been quite a 
sight — bright red plastic wrapped around each leg, 
shivering so badly we could hardly put fresh film in 
our cameras, and so stiff we could hardly walk, But 
now that it's past, it is one of the outstanding experi- 
ences of the trip. 

We spent several hours thawing out, drinking 
coffee, and looking at post cards and slides of the 
area, Determined to leave, we headed out the way 
we'd arrived, as the road south had snow for some 60 
miles. 

Going towards California, we passed through many 
areas of extinct volcanic activity. Passing through 
heavy rain at Klamath Falls we went into northern 
California. Mt, Shasta couldn't be seen because of 
cloud covering. Then redwood forests and winding 
roads gave way to warm weather and freeways. Oh, 
how sweet it is! 

We began to realize that the straight roads and 
the winding ones, the barren mountains and the beauti - 
ful, the lush green forests and no forests at all, the 
friendly people and looks of amazement, that they all 
were coming to an end as we traveled on, 

Past the small road-side communities, the dry 
weeds and litter of a late August. Past grape pickets 
and tomato fields. On through the traffic and past the 
occasional tourist, It was over.

How Not To

INDIO, Cal, Jan. 13 — Mike Patrick, #1 
Open Class desert rider, overcame some 
unexpected obstacles to win the Hare 
Scrambles in three hours and 15 minutes 
on his 250 Yamaha. 

Think of the worst run you’ve ever 
been to, and then forget it; this would 
have topped it, 

We'll try to tell it as it happened: 

There were 325 riders on the line, 
ready to go at 10 sharp. The course was 
reported to be 30 miles around, in the 
shape of a lazy shamrock, and allclass- 
es were to go three loops. The course 
turned out to be 50 miles around and 
there were six checks in the field be- 
cause of the zig-zagging of the course, 

The banner was dropped forty-five 
minutes late; the first man to the smoke 
was Larry Bergquist, #888x on his Bul- 
taco, followed by Al Rogers, #118, and 
Mike Patrick, A mile after the smoke, 
the course made a sharp left-hand turn 
over a single-rut hill about tenfeetfrom 
the highway, causing mass confusion 
when all of the bikes pulled over on 
the highway. 

The first half-circle of the shamrock 
zig-zagged back and forth, with no lime 
thrown on the side of the trail to mark 
the direction one upcoming turn was to 
take, and there wasn’t a burned-in trail 
that you could follow. Needless to say, 
even the leaders got lost a couple of 
times, 


Head-On 


The course then ran down a wide, fast 
sandwash and made a 90 degree right 
turn, heading up into the hillsawayfrom 
the pits for the second half-circle of the 
shamrock, The leaders were able to 
make this turn because they didn’t have 
any dust, but the next group missed it 
and kept going on down the sandwash; 





No problem at the smoke bomb; but a mile later the slap-dash layout of the course caused the

they picked up some limea quarter of 
mile down, got a check, and headed back 
for the pits, missing a fifteen- mile loop 
of the course. They had no idea of their 
mistake, figuring they had traveled about 
twenty-five or thirty miles. 

Meanwhile, Bergquist and Patrick 
were going the entire fifty miles, taking 
them an hour and five minutes. They 
were using the buddy system as they 
both kept getting lost, and found them- 
selves running into big groups of riders 
going the wrong way on the trail, They 
stopped so many times to discuss the 
situation that Bergquist lost interestand 
decided to head back to the pits. Besides 
that, he was suffering from a sore should- 
er which occurred when he was hit head- 
on by one of the riders coming the 
wrong way, 

Patrick pulled into the pits at 2 p.m, 
with what looked like a card with all the 
checks, and was followed by Steve Holla- 
day, #714, on the Husky, and Yamaha- 
mounted Phil Bowers, #139x. Harold 
Mortensen, #55, on a Triumph, also 
appearing to have all the checks, crossed 
the line for fourth spot. 

The trail bikes went off fifteen minutes 
after the big bikes and were togothe full 
150-mile distance of the course, taking 
them over 3-1/2 hours. Terry Clark, 
#395, on a Hodaka tuned by his dad, had 
a ten-foot lead at the smoke, followed by 
Wayne Ragland, #515, and Jeff Wright, 
#76, both charging bar-to-bar on S_S. 
Hodakas, 

Almost all the leaders ran into prob- 
lems that sent them back to the pits. Jack 
Morgan, Hodaka-mounted #1, had the 
lead going out on the third loop, but broke 
down half-way out. Gene Cannady looked 
like the eventual winner, as there were 
few trail bike riders able to finish, 

After the race, we discussed the prob- 
lems that arose on this run with four 
experienced desert riders; Larry Berg-

quist, Mike Patrick, Jack Morgan, and 

Ben Bok, who is also a District 37 Sports 

Committee member, The following sug- 

gestions were made: 

1. Before laying out a run, contact Ron 
Sloan, president of the sport commit- 
tee, to get the new book, ‘Desert 
Check-List," an accumulation of the 
knowledge and experience of many 
people, Itgives information on the sup- 
plies needed, how to lay outa run, how 
to handle results, and how to set up 
the pits. 

2. The correct mileage on the course 
should be given to the riders so that 
proper gas stops can be arranged. 

3. It is a good practice to throw lime on 
the side of the trail before a turn, or 
even getoff your bike tolay outa string 
of lime to mark the turn. 

4. Have a group of riders burn in a single- 
rut trail to follow. 

5.Have an organizational meeting for 
workers before the run starts, sothat 
everyone knows what is going on, and 
how to do his job. 

6, Don't try to put on a hare and hound or 
hare scrambles without enough exper- 
ienced help. 

7. Keep checks down to four in the field 
or less with the course running in 
straight lines between checks, 

8. Don’t run the first part of the loop 
close to the second half, With that 
many riders they are bound to run 


over.

The object of all this extensive travel 
is the one-of-a-kind teaching program 
which produces trained and qualified 
motorcycle mechanics, 

On February 3rd the course will begin 
its fifth session, Registration was 
jammed this semester. 

“The name of the game,” said In- 
structor Dale Martin, ‘‘Is to give people 
a marketable skill in a minimum amount 
of time. This is an intensive course; 600 
hours, 6 hours a day, We don’t break up 
the continuity as in many training situa- 
tions, by presenting material in two or 
three hour segments. 

**We study the theory of engines, both 
two-cycle and four-cycle, relative design 
features and merits, Then we go into 
practical work such as reconditioning 
and tune up. 

«For the most part we adhere to in- 
dustry standards in reconditioning, but 
in some cases our limits exceed manu- 
facturing standards, the limits being 
comparable to racing standards, 


No Specialists 

**We don't specialize in any make,’’ 
Dale emphasizes, although his personal 
background is strongly ‘‘limey.’’ He has 
raced and tuned Triumphs for racing for 
a number of years, ‘Our repair work is 
general. We work on whatis broughtin.”’ 
Actual practice is done on the motor- 
cycles of students, friends and on motor- 
cycles loaned by the Motorcycle Safety 
Council for use in the Motorcycle Rider 
Training Program which is also taught 
at WVOC. 

*«Here, you can use everything youare 
taught,’’ Steve Hines says, ‘‘No time is 
wasted. College includes too many use- 
less things.’’ 

It’s all part of the continuing debate 
over vocational versus academic educa- 
tion, “It seems to go in cycles of practi- 
cal and academic emphasis,’’ Dale ex- 
plains, ‘‘Vocational education is now 
coming to the forefront. This is the big- 
gest upswing it’s had. Academic educa- 
tion tends to turn out people who can 
recite information but sometimes aren’t 
able to deal with real problems, We are 
finding more interest in people who are 
capable in their craft; but the apprentice 
program of the past is being replaced by 
technical education in which you learn the 
theory of your work and actual applica- 
tions.” 

Dale is strong for ‘‘hands-on learn- 
ing." So are the students. р

ment, You can't get work in a shop and 
start to operate their equipment until 
you know how." 

**Wnat I like best," Steve says, ''Is 
when you put something together here, 
you have a chance to find out if you're 
doing it right while you're working, You 
don't have to wait until you're done to 
find out if you have made a mistake." 

The program has recently moved into 
new and larger quarters, A portion of the 
area is set aside for classroom study, 
the rest is shop facility, ** We are pretty 
well off, as to equipment,” according to 
Dale, **and we're getting more and more, 
We have two boring bars, hard seat 
grinder, valve facer, engine lathe, drill 
press, welding equipment, crank shaft 
balancing equipment and wheel trueing 
fixtures, We go into machine shop tech- 
niques as they pertain to engine rebuild- 
ing and reconditioning of machines.’’ 

The program is supported by the Los 
Angeles City Schools Adult Education. 
Matching funds are supplied from the 
Federal Government through the Voca- 
tional Education Act (1968), 

It is a program for those who want to 
be professional motorcycle mechanics. 
«We want people who want to get into 
industry, This is really not a class for 
hobbyists, for the person who wants to 
learn to fix his own bike. We expect all 
students to meet the standards of the 
serious students. 

*«Many people get into motorcycle re- 
pair accidentally, They start knowing a 
dealer as a result of competition riding 
and get a job through him, This worked 
when the industry was small but now it 
is expanding at such a rapid rate that a 
quicker method to gain experience is 
necessary and it is providedat WVOC.In 
a shop you learn the quickest and most 
profitable way to get the job out, not 
necessarily the correct way. There isn’t 
time to learn the reasons for what’s 
done,” М 

The school helps its students get em- 
ployment after completion of the course, 
through cooperation with the California 
State Employment Service, dealers and 
dealer organizations, district managers 
and importers in various areas and 
through Dale's own extensive contacts 
in the industry. 

**We have no employment problems for 
those who want to go into it full-time, 
There is not always a job across the 
street but employment has been the least 
of our worries, We encourage the stu- 
dents to go out on their own and look for 
the jobs they want, The business has 
grown so much in the last five or six 
years that it is impossible to train people 
fast enough to meet the demand.’ 


Record Buster 


Dale has been connected with the mo- 
torcycle industry all of his life, Son of 
one of the first dealers in the San Fer- 
nando Valley, he rode in his first event 
in 1948, the *Little Bear Run", Since 
that time he has ridden almost every 
form of racing, participating in The Big 
Bear Run, Catalina, Greenhorn, Tecate, 
He was on the team of the North-South 
State Championship in 1962. 

Even though competition was not his 
major interest he was Number 3 in light- 
weight class for the 1963 season (riding 
a Triumph ‘‘Cub’’), In 1959 he prepared 
the Tiger Cub engine that his father, 
Bill Martin, rode to victory in the 200cc 
Streamlined Gas Class at Bonneville. 
That 139 mph record still stands, 

Dale worked for a while as jet engine 
inspector at Pacific Airmotive in Bur- 
bank, Then he went to England where he 
worked for world-famous Comerford’s, 
Ltd. in London, During that time he 
sampled scrambling in England, Afer his 
return to the U.S, he worked with Johnson 
Motors until taking the teaching job 
at WVOC,

The 100cc amateur and expert main 
was won in fine style by expert Ken 
Roberts on his Suzuki, Ken took to the 
outside of the straight, making up the 
positions he had lostduring his bad start. 
Roberts went on to win the event easily. 
Amateur Alex Jorgensen was involved in 
a wild crash in the early laps of the race, 
that left his bike hurting for the worse, 

In the first lap of the 200 novice main, 
Mark Muscio, jumped off toan early lead 
followed by Bill Cavanaugh (Bul) апа Тіт 
Navarro, Cavanaugh, riding for Coast 
Cycles of Santa Cruz, put on a fine show 
of riding while trying to beat Muscio. 
However, as the laps progressed, the gap 
widened between the first and second 
place rider and Muscio pulled off the 
big win, 


Unloaded 


The 200 amateur main event was won 
by Carl Yerby riding his Bultaco. Joe 
Boll took over the second spot when the 
rider (in the second at the time) unloaded 
at the end of the straight, His bike flipped 
off the track and on to it’s bars, leaving 
it’s rider somewhat shaken, 

Expert Jim Foley riding a Bultaco 
Metisse from S&T Sportcycles, bonzaied 
the 250 class winning both his heat and 
the 250 Ex Main, He was closely followed 
by Milan Vickers who was riding a new 
Kawasaki green streak, 

Today’s event saw the use of a newly- 
formed class, activated for the first time 


this year, the 375cc class, This class’ 


was created so the 350 Honda monopoly 
could be eliminated and to provide some 
relief on the over crowded 250 class. 
This 375 class should become extremely 
popular; many bikes are in the 251- 
375cc range. 

The 375 novice main got underway with

Action was hot and heavy in the 375 
expert class between Bobby Grossi and 
local favorite Merril Beidleman, The 
heat race had been a full scale war with 
Grossi leading, while doing handstands 
on his bars due to the bumpy track, 
Beidleman was really on the gas when he 


stormed past Bob for the heat race win. 
However, the main was the exact opposite 
of the heat with Beidleman leading and 
Grossi two inches behind, Bobfinally got 
revenge by passing Merrill on the next 
to the last lap and pulling away. 

The last race of the day was the 650 
expert event, Early leader #65 unloaded, 
losing the lead to Lance Anderson. Lance 
in turn lost his lead when he was passed 
by Eric Jorgenson of the Stockton Club. 
Jorgenson won the event, followed closely 
by Anderson and John Frazer in third.

Crashes, 
General Misery 


at Salinas

SALINAS, Cal., Dec. 22 — The Salinas 
Ramblers held the firstoffour scheduled 
winter scrambles at their popular, fast 
5/8 mile sand track. Despite the pres- 
ence of threatening skies and near freez- 
ing temperatures, over 300 riders made 
it, an average turnout, 

The rains came with the beginning of 
the heat races, and by intermission had 
claimed nearly half the entrants thru 
mechanical failures, crashes, and gener- 
al misery, while the track all but washed 
away. 

For the enduring group of suffering 
riders who remained for the main events, 
the downpour continued even harder, The 
lower section of the track was a flooded 
sand bog, the downhill rivers of mudand 
sand, and the usually flat-out uphill back 
straight felt like plowing into a snow- 
bank at 50 mph. But Salinas trophies 
hold much prestige, and some very fine 
races were turned in by several of the 
winter specialists, 

Expert Bart McMurray was the first 
out to plow thru the slush, doing a fine 
job of holding back the hard riding, ver- 
satile Jim Rice, who took second on his 
BSA in probably his last appearance on 
the sportsman scene before competing as 
a professional expert. 

The 500 expert class saw the talented 
moto-cross specialist Bob Grossi shad- 
owed by local favorite Ray Clausen 
aboard a 360 Maico, Clausen astounded 
everyone with an exceedingly fast ride 
as he seemed to ignore the adverse 
conditions and glide over the battered 
track for the win, In the Amateur divi- 
Sion, Don Cowles looked like expert 
material on his 360 Montesa, as he 
rapidly stretched out an amazing lead 
from the first lap to the checker, 

After unloading on the first lap, fellow 
Ridge Runner, Don Chisolm put in the 
day’s best performance as he worked his 
360 Greeves from a distant last into a 
hard-earned second. 

The 250 expert race was a close duel 
between local star Scotty Diffenbaugh 
and Bultaco ace, Allen Kenyon, On the 
last lap, second place Kenyon came 
bombing out of one of the downhill ruts 
and passed Diffenbaugh, who had slowed 
in the quicksand just before the finish 
line. But seeing Kenyon, Scott just kicked 
in the afterburners on his T,.M, Suzuki 
and wheelstanded out of the bog the re- 
maining 15 yards to take the win, barely 
a wheel ahead of Kenyon's PurSang, 

The amateur event was another suc- 
cess story for last year's novice sensa- 
tion Jan Mireault. Mireault, improving 
after his half a year retirement, easily 
outdistanced fellow amateurs backing his 
heat race win with a big lead over second 
place man, Don Ivan, as Bultaco took the 
first five places in the main event,

The crowd certainly appreciated Keet- 
er’s effort and gave him a standing ova- 
tion, something which even the great 
British riders did not receive, 

Jones was the mext to appear but he 
could not run to form, due to an ailing 
engine, He gave it all he had but his 
mount was not up to scratch, 

The program consisted of 12 motor- 
cycle events (six solo races and six 
Sidecar races) and two big midget speed- 
car events.

Of the six solo races, there were two 
heats and a final of a scratch series and 
two heats and a final of a handicap series. 

Keeter’s ride into second spot in the 
first scratch race qualified him for the 
final. Here he clashed with Langfield 
again plus Australian Champion and 
Kangaroo Test Match Captain Jim Airey. 
Also in the line up was local ace Garry 
Hay. Airey and Langfield are acknow- 
ledged masters of the big third of a mile 
Sydney Showground circuit, so it was no 
disgrace when Dwayne came in third 
behind them. He did, however, burn off 
Hay with ease, 


Handicap Race 

For the handicaps Keeter startedfrom 
80 yards behind the gate and Jones from 
60 yards, In a field of seven riders both 
were third from the back of the field and 
had four riders in front of them, Lang- 
field and Airey started from 130 yards 
behind. 

No one gave the Americans a ghost of a 
chance but the visitors socked it to *em 
in a big way. Keeter simply opened the 
throttle on full and blasted around the 
outside to take the lead within a lap. 
Sydney boys could not match him in the 





rubbing shoulders with the safety fence 
for much of the journey. 

Jones was not so lucky in his heat, Just 
as he was making a forward run at the 
end of the first lap, local novice Jim 
Langfield fell from his machine and 
crashed heavily to the track, Langfield 
was in the lead at the time and the riders 
behind had to take quick evasive action. 
John Taaffe and Airey ‘‘dropped’’ their 
bikes well while Jones calmly swerved 
through the melee, The rider who fell is 
the younger brother of star John Lang- 
field, 

The race was stopped and a re-run 
ordered, This time Chuck had his goggles 
blacked out by flying dirt and he lost 
valuable ground, He still managed fourth, 
and qualified for the handicap final. 

This was the main solo race of the 
night, Keeter again made an excellent 
start, He quickly rounded up Jones and 
three Sydney front runners and looked all 
set for another success when suddenly 
his motor locked up and he withdrew, All 
eyes were then on Jones as he started 
to make up ground. 

Chuck was riding very stylishly but 
could not match the sheer speed of Jim

‘It looks as though our toes are being 
stomped on again. There were rumors 
going around that the motorcycles would 
not be running at the A.H.R.A, Winter- 
nationals in Phoenix; Bob Braverman was 
the first to get on the ball and check this 
out. Bob received a reply to his letter 
last week and was pretty fast in getting 
the word around that the motorcycles 
would not be running at this event. Now, 
the question is, why? 

A national meet is about the only place 
where motorcyclists can claim and make 
new records. If they are not allowed to 
run, how can they expect to do so? 

Motorcycle drag racing should be 
brought to the public eye for the sport it 
can be, but if the morale of the riders is 
going to be broken down this way, it 
doesn't seem that there is much hope for 
the sport, You riders have proven your- 
selves on the local strips; you should be 
entitled to national meets, the same 
as cars. 

I have a letter in the mail, addressed 
to A.H.R.A., I have asked them in a nice 
way — why? As soon as I geta reply, I 
will put it in the column, and then we will 
all know— why? 

Lions opening day brought out about 
thirty cycles. Four bikes showed up to 
run for top bike. Bob Braverman, on his 
twin engine Kawasaki had the best times 
throughout the day; but when round one 
came around, he was a bit eager and 
turned on the big red eye, leaving Clar- 
ence Bailey, on his twin engine Norton, 
the winner. 

Disharoon was up to his tricks again 
and he put down the Harley-Davidson 
from H.D. of Fullerton. In round two, 
Disharoon and Bailey staged. Both bikes 
were running poorly. Bailey made it 
half-way down the strip when he had to 
shut off. All that Norton power pulled his 
rear wheel forward about 2 inches on the 
drive side, Disharoon popped through the 
lights to claim the gold. Disharoon was 
mounted on his ‘‘float-sticking’’ Harley 
Davidson, 

Will Hodges took top street honors on 
his H.D. Will had four bikes in his class 


alone, not to mention the other classes 
he had to beat to claim these honors. 

In Modified Division, the “Dirty Old 
Man", Jack Murphy, was up to his nasty 
tricks again. Murphy beat allother class 
winners on his 250 Suzuki, Incidentally, 
those other classes went allthe way up 
to AA, Murphy, one of the older riders 
who come to Lions, is one of the best, 
Although his bike is at the bottom of the 
division, he has no problem beating ma- 
chines that have three or four times the 
displacement,

also, and he wasn’t in a hurry to go 
*Bonzai", Thats what I call using 
your head. 

Alex Weissman was alsoona new bike, 
a 40-inch Triumph, Alex made easy runs 
throughout the day, then got into it toward 
the end, turning in the high elevens. 


Fastest Ever 

I have received word that on Nov. 6, 
1968 at Bristol Tenn. *«Michigan's Mad 
Man", Eejay Potter broke the unlimited 
class record, Potter turned an elapsed 
time of (would you believe) 8.82, and an 
incredible speed of 167.05 m.p.h. 

Potter is the first man to break into 
the 8-second bracket on 2-wheels, Pot- 
ter's mill is a fuel injected, Chevrolet 
V-8, that has a displacement of 5,500 
cubic centimeters, or somewhere around 
335 cubic inches. 

Potter’s standard starting procedure 
is to stage the bike with his rear wheel 
held off the ground by a stand, He then 
turns on the throttle to full r.p.m.s. 
When the light turns green, he rocks off 
the stand, The wheel makes contact with 
the asphalt and it puts the machine into 
instant motion, I wonder why they call 
him **Michigan's Mad Man"?
